Arden's comments and Rhett's table sent me back to the TM 11-487H 
(actually, it's a T.0. 33A1-1-13C, but who'd recognize that?!), which 
elicted a big DUH! It clearly shows the CRT number as a proprietary DuMont 
5ADP_ (i.e., the phosphor # isn't given; Rhett's chart suggests P2). 
Arden's comment clarifies what they meant by "Extra-low Frequency" 
(obtained by external cap.) 


I have a Krohn-Hite audio osc here that can oscillate so slowly that the 
trace on a HP 182C just becomes a dot that bounces slowly up and down as it 
slides across. On the 304A, this would appear as a recognizable sine wave, 
due to the incredible persistance. Also, from their comment that it's "an 
improved 304-H, offering a calibrated cathode-ray voltmeter", I can glean 
that the trace would show a vertical line from no-input to input, thus 
emphasizing a DC-voltage measurement. And more, John Shriver's comment 
about photographing the trace clarifies the entry "Maximum Photographic 
Writing Rates (with P11 phosphor):" which gives camera and lens types! (I 
suspect P11 is too short, tho, to be what's actually installed, and the 
glow is green, not blue.) 


Quite a lot, from a 'scope that was someone's Hamfest discard! BTW, it 


cost the gummint $333 in Sept., 1954 ... sez 68 lbs, but when I was 
carrying it out, it felt more like 86 lbs ... many thanks for the info and

This sounds like the Don Mix (ARRL) "Tubeless VFO" from back 


in the 50's. The idea was to supply only the tuned 
circuits in a separate box, and use the existing crystal 


oscillator stage tube as the active device. I seem to 
recall that there was another version specifically for the 
CE pair using the same idea. It just had a pair of coax 


leads with the shields tied together and the center 


conductors went to one of the "300 ohm" twinlead connectors 
plugged into the crystal socket of the rig.

OK... Rather than relying on memory, (always a risky 
approach around here) a little research can be helpful. 


The original "Simple Remote Tuning for the VFO", by Don Mix 
appeared in QST for January 1953. Just an L and C in a box 
big enough to support a National dial, AND a separate box 


containing a 5763 plus a couple of OB2 VR tubes. The stage 
has no tuned circuits, (they're in the other box, 
remember?,) just an RFC to decouple the cathode lead so it 
can be keyed, and a second RFC to feed B+ to the plate. 


"A Tubeless VFO for the 10A" by George Grammer showed up in 

QST for June 1954. Same idea, just different frequency 

range. This is the one that used the oscillator tube in the 

transmitter as the active device! So I wasn't _completely_ 
off base! 


"Re the 'Tubeless VFO'" by George Grammer in QST for October 
1954 added a tube stage in a box that plugged into the back 
of the exciter. This box had a 6U8 with one section as the 
oscillator and the other as a buffer, along with an OB2 VR 
tube. The circuit is a straightforward triode oscillator / 
tetrode buffer with a slug tuned, link coupled output. 
According to the article, the tube stages were added because 
the original design was prone to various ills if one wasn't 
careful about overdriving the transmitter. 


The P&H VFO-matic appeared in QST for March 1958 and allowed 
you to TRANSCEIVE with your 10A/B-20 and 75A-2, 3 or 4 !!

Subject: three radios and two books FS

The recent discussion of the CE-10x reminded me I have one of those 
converted ARC-5 tx's FS: this is a BC-458-A, aluminum-finish, with the CE 
conversion kit of dial, coils, etc. It has the bottom plate, top shell, and 
covers. For this conversion, the antenna jack is replaced by a trimmer 
cap.; the roller coil, by a switch-plate marked 160-80/20-40-15-10 (5 
posn), the dial is one provided by CE that's marked with band increments; 
one 1625 is removed; the xtal is repaced by a VR tube, and the eye-tube 
becomes a can filter cap. Hanging off the back is a filament xfrmr and 
largish power resistor. The rear connector has several wires soldered into 
it, and there are probably other changes too numerous to mention - IOW, the 
unit is unfit for restoration. Also, a power cord, and dual RG-58 coax 
terminated in shielded octal plug are hardwired on. I can only guess at 
the worth - how about $35, untested, as-is, with tubes, plus shipping. 
Offers? 

Another rig is a transistorized, 60's Rambler AM BCB job, Automatic 
Radio's model RP-6154. Works fine; has five oddly-shaped push-buttons and 
die-cast bezel. No knobs, of course (somewhere, there's a black hole that 
has all the knobs lost off car radios - the same one that collects 
electronics books from thrift stores ...) An odd HWD-4x9x2.5 shape; has a 
wire out the side for +12vdc, cable with pins to plug onto speaker, and 
Moto jack on back. . How about $5 plus shipping? 

Yaesu FTC-1143 UHF synthesized HT. Works, with original manual and 
programming instructions, even has charger, "rubber duckie", and leather 
belt case. Problem is bad battery - which can be included if you want it 
(adds weight). Looks good (not battered-up). Wild value guess - $50 
(offers?) BTW, the manual indicates there's a PRAM battery inside: you're 
on your own, there! 

Now for the books, rescued, at a thrift store, from the 
above-mentioned black hole: 

Audel's Radioman's Guide, 1955 ed of 1939 copywrite. 1,040 pages of 


the all-gone-dest detailed old-radio info I've ever seen (I've already 
copied out the 10 pages I wanted). The usual small-format Audel's, with 
exhaustive chapters on every contemporary radio, TV, and 
industrial-electronics subject imaginable. Has more info on how things 
work, ca 1939-1955, than I've ever seen in one place before: even two whole 
chapters on transistors (germanium only, of course) and 
circuits-you-can-build using them! (Remember the 2N34 and CK-722?) I'm 
torn between keeping it or selling it, but it would take me all winter to 
read it, and I'm way past most of this info, or too young to care ... since 
it's in near-perfect condx., I'm going to say $50, and stay open to good 
offers. 

Here's an easier one: 1955 ed. of Elements of Electronics, by 
Hickey and Villines (both WW2 USN veterans). This is a mil-grade 487-page 
textbook for advanced-student instruction, similar to the Bernard/Grob 
series I did time in trade school with (and still have, BTW.) Goes from the 
usual fundamentals to actual circuits, mostly tube-type (the last chapter 
is [germanium] transistor theory in some detail, but w/o practicals.) Even 
has chapters on trig, vectors, and phase, for those 
determined-to-really-understand electronics. Has circuits of: RCA 
six-octal-tube audio amp., Hallicrafter's HT-17 (1947; 6V6/807) tx; Allied 
Radio's Knight-Kit "Ranger" 5-octal-tube BCB rx (in fact, the pictorial of 
the underside is copied directly from K-K's Builder's Handbook!) In perfect 
condx - no student ever doodled in this one! $15 OGO, plus shipping.
